Army Puts Bar on Further Mar- 
riages of American Soldiers 
in Germany.

AMERICAN HEADQUARTERS. 
Coblenz, Feb. 12.—Two hundred 
and fifty soldiers of the American 
forces in Germany who have mar- 
ried European girls, have been in- 
structed to start soon for America 
with their wives, in aecordance with 
a recent order of Major-General 
Henry T. Allen, in command. 

In connection with this order it 
was announced that army authori- 
ties would not consent in future to 
marriages of American soldiers on 
duty in the occupied area, officers 
contending that men without wives 
in Germany are better soldiers un- 
der the present circumstances. 

About 200 soldiers have married 
German girls since the American 
forces reached the Rhine, the. others 
included in the order having mar- 
ried principally French girls. or 
young women from Belgium or Lux- 
embourg.
